Kansas battled'Nebraska to a stand-' 


still^ during'the first taif 
of their 


twenty-ninth gridiron battle here this 
afteroono. Both Nebraska scores -were 
ok flukes. The safety in the first quar- 
ter was a result of a blocked kick by 
Bob Weller, the ball bounding into 
temporary '^bleachers erected at the 
south end ofAhe stadium. Scherer's in 
tercention of the pass and bis forty- 
yard run gave the Cornhuskers the 
touchdown. In the second period, while 
Nebraska has kept out of her dangei 
zone: It'nas been a battle that kept the 
19,000 spectators in their seats In spite 
of a drizzling rain which lasted fully 
ten minutes. 
The wet field has slowed down the 


play noticeably. Herb Dewitz on the 
second play ran twenty-five yards and 
with only the Kansas safety man be- 
tween him and a touchdown, fell and 
was unable'to regain his feet before 
the trailing backs were upon him.

Six- 
teen cars a day are being loaded 


The car shortage on the Burlington 


i* also critical. The company is try- 
Ing to care for grain in western Ne- 
braska by rushing cars to sections 
where thousands of bushels of grain 
is on the ground. This company and 
others have moved many cars of po- 
tatoes and hope to do better In the 
future. 


The Union Pacific road started with 


4,000 cars In storage in Nebraska, but 
ja now 500 cars short of orders 
on 


file. It owns no refrigerator cars and 
depends upon other roads. Sixty-five 
cars on the Union Pacific are blocked. 
This road has moved more hay and 
corn than last year.

fees collected. Abolishing them would 
relieve-those who now pay fees, but 
deprive the people of the protection 
against fraud that they insure. What- 
ever economies are secured at the ses- 
sion must be by cooperative effort, and 
that is what the people ought to insist 
upon.
